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22. Where an impression of distance has teen Cormed in most casos tha observer 


was of the opinion that tno Lights cr ol jects were within a ten mile radius, and 
where an esbimate of elovation has been made the consensus of opinion ia betweer 
$0° to 40°, Although various impressions of colours and sises of lichts wore ghvany 
it is corsidered that the variations in reports were in most oases due to the short 
length of time the light was seen. 


23. The investigating officers formed the following opinions 


a. The sighting was of a light, not of an object. 

b. The light was of a considerable distance (not less than sixty (€0) miles) 
from thoearth's surface. 

ce The light was probably caused by a meteor or siailar body. 


In regard to the above opinions although several reports stated than as olject 
had teen sean, it is coraidered that the observers in these casos 
influenced by a previous reading of reports in newspapers and n Tho distance 
factor is borne out in that all observers were facing the sout @ whilst all

a. Copies of ell leading State and Interstate daily newspapers be obtained 
covering the period of the reports. 


b, The Commonwealth “eteorologist be cuntasted for an opinion as to reports 
and sightings made ty official observers.
